Public Service Go., in an- 
mnouncing a new wage agree- 
ment with its employes grant- 
ing a progressive 15-cent pay 
increase, said today the “new 
contract probably will require 
some adjustment in transit 
fares.” , 

John C, Baine, company pres- 
ident, in a statement issued 
jointly with the transit; work- 
ers’ union, said the company 
“welcomed this settlement.” 

“On the other hand, the in- 
crease in labor costs resulting 
from this settlement will prob- 
ably require some adjustment 
in transit fares,” he said. “We 
are hopeful of avoiding a gen- 
eral increase in fares by main- 
taining the present 20-cent base 
rate and considering adjust- 
ments only in the quantity-dis- 
count and other supplementary 
forms of fare.” B 

Types of Fares Involved. 

Quantity-discount fares in- 
clude weekly permits, school 
passes and special shoppérs’ 
permits. 

“No decision will be made in 
this matter,” Baine added, “un- 
til a careful study, now under 
way, has been completed. St. 
Louisans may be assured that 
every effort will Be made to 
continue good transit sérvice at 
the lowest possible cost.” 

The Missouri Public Service 
Commission granted the com- 
pany a fare increase. effective 
last March 3, which w&s to have 
produced*® $400,000 to $450,000 
in annual revehue. The com- 
pany had sought incréases that 
would have produced $955,000 
a year. 

Members of the union ap- 
proved the new con , 4 
vote of 922 to 190 veneliog in 
addition to a wage increase, the 
new contract provides for some 
improvements in working con- 
ditions, vacation allowances, 
paid holidays and other fringe 
benefits. The agreement be- 
comes effective March 1. 

The 15-cent wage increase 
will become effective progres- 
sively: Five cents during the 
first six months; five cents more 
during the second six months 
and an additional five cents at 
the start of the second year of 
the agreement. Present pay rate 
for bus and streetcar operators 
is $2.02 an hour. 


Under the new contract, those 
who have been with the com- 
pany for 25 years of continuous 
service will get four weeks’ 
vacation. Two additional paid 
holidays, Washington’s Birthday 
and Veterans’ day, have been 
granted, making eight in all, 
and some shop employes will be 
reclassified, or upgfaded. 

‘Pleased’ on Bargaining. 

John W. Rowland, president 
of the union, representing about 
2200 employes, said negotiations 
had been in progress for more 
than two months. “I am par- 
ticularly pleased,” he said, “that 
the entire process was carried 
on in a spirit of true collective 
bargaining.” 

Rowland said an area of 
agreement with the company 
was reached last week and the 
proposed new contract was sub- 
mitted to the union’s executive 
board. The board approved it 
and it was presented to the 
members for their approval. 

Commenting on the settle- 
ment, Baine said: 

“From the standpoint of as- 
suring labor peace in the com- 
munity’s vital transit service 
during the next two years, we 
welcome this settlement. It also

Mrs. Dolan Called Before. 

No explanation was forthcom- 
ing from federal authorities as 
to why Mrs. Dolan and Von 
Der Ahe are to be subpenaed. 
She was called by the grand 
jury about a year ago, but was 
not required to testify because 
she was in an advanced stage 
of pregnancy at the time. 

Von Der Ahe told the Post- 
Dispatch he has never received 
a subpena and has no idea’ why 
he would-be called in the ran- 
som inquiry. 

“It’s ridiculous,” he said. “I 
know nothing about it.” 
Reported Friend of Shoulders. 

The moving firm: head report- 
edly is a friend of Shoulders. 
While the former police lieu- 
tenant was in prison, serving a 
term for perjury, his wife ob- 
tained employment with Von 
Der Ahe’s firm as a dispatcher, 
a job she still holds.

Texaco announced it was re- 
ducing runs at its principal re- 
finery at.Port Arthur, Tex., by 
20,000 barrels a day, making an 
equivalent amount of oil avail- 
able for Europe. 

Sinclair said it was cutting 
back refinery operations at sea- 
board refineries @t Marcus Hook, 
Pa., Houston and ig Christi, 
Tex., at least through the end of 
March. 

In Washington, the Depart- 
ment of Interior said shipments 
of gulf coast ofl to western 
Europe average 454,000 barrels 
daily during the week ended. 
Jan. 30. This was a drop of 
59,000 barrels from the previ- 
ous week's daily average of 
513,000 barrels. 

The department said total 
movement of gulf coast oil to 
Europe since last Nov. 1 
amounted to 40,200,000 barrels 
by Jan. 30. This included 21,-

Under Missouri’s program, 
similar to Pennsylvania’s, blind 
persons receiving state aid may 
earn up to $2100 a year, while 
the federal limit is $600. Thus, 
the Federal Government shares 
in payments to only three- 
fourths of the blind receiving 
aid in Missouri, while the state 
pays the entire cost for . the 
other 25 per cent. 

In another bill, Hennings pro- 
posed that the Federal Govern- 
ment make payments to the 
states and their subdivisions in 
lieu of taxes on federal prop- 
erty within their boundaries. 
Federal payments under the 
measure would be the same 
as the real property taxes 
'which would be levied on the 
property were it privately 
owned. 

Hennings also put in a bill 
granting veterans of World War 
II and the Korean war one year 
in which to apply for National 
Service Life Insurance. The 
measure would benefit several 
thillion veterans who let their | 
service policjes lapse as well as 
those who failed to apply when 
mustered out of service. 

Both classes of veterans 
would be required to pay pre- 
miums based on their present 
ages. Hennings said the bill 
would be of help to many vet- 
erans who now have family re- 
sponsibilities and need addi- 
tional insurance protection 
greatly.

' Colleges Collect Tui-' 
tion From Out-of- 
State Students. |

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 8— | 
Both houses of the Missouri 
General Assembly .were in 
weekend recess today after a 
busy three days of legislative 
activity in which the House | 
passed 12 measures and sent 
them to the Senate. | 


' A recommendation that Mis- 
souri’s state colleges’ start 
charging tuition fees to out-of- 
state students “to protect the | 
best interests of the state” was 
submitted today by a special 
committee of legislators and 
educators. 

The report was released by 
former State Representative 
Robert Smith of Columbia, head 
of the committée. The group 
was created by the 1955 General 

ssembly to study problems of 

issouri’s eight institutions of 
higher learning. 

Although the committee found 
that the University of Missouri 
charges tuition to the approxi- 
mately 20, per cent of its. stu- 
dent body that comes from out- 
side the stae, the other state 
eolleges do not, it reported. 

Statistics compiled by the 
¢ommittee showed that 36 per 
cent of the students enrolled in 
or State College at 

aryville were from other 
states and foreign countries. 
All colleges have out-of-state 
enrollments varying from 6 per 
cent at Southwest and South- 
west state colleges to 24 per 
cent at Missouri School of 
Mines at Rolla. 

As a result of a ruling by the 
State Attorney General that the 
committee, along with other in- 
terim groups established by the 
Sixty-eighth General Assembly, 
was not legally constituted, the 
committee was badly hampered 
and “barely scratched the sur- 
face,” Smith said. The report 
recommended a further stud 
be made, using professional 
visers. 

In a part of the report re- 
leased earlier, it was recom- 
mended that Lincoln University 
here be ,continued on its pres- 
ent basis. Before desegregation, 
it was an all-Negro institution.

By then, however, the scien- 
tists figure, a balance should 
have been reached between the 
disintegration rate of the long- 
lived element and man’s in- 
gestion. He should stay at that 
level as long as the bombs do. 

The Strontium fallout from 
superbomb blasts became a 
presidential campaign issue last 
fall when Democratic Candidate 
Adlai E. Stevenson urged a halt 
to testing. of the big bombs on 
the ground that it presented a 
clear danger to the survival of 
mankind. 

The Columbia scientists, at a 
press conference timed with the 
publication of their findings in 
science magazine, asked that no 
one construe even a chance re- 
mark as carrying a politica] im- 
plication. 

Much Yet to Be Learned. 

There is still, they said, a 
large and unknown faetor to ex- 
plore. They believe their aver- 
ages will stand up, but they 
have not yet found what they 
call “the maximum man”—the 
fellow who is making the most 
of a bad thing. The bones of 
one Vancouver (B.C.) man who 
the age of 49 showed an 
inexplicable concentration of 
Strontium-90 some 75 times 
greater than the world-wide 
average. 

Even this man would still be 
within safe limits by both 1970 
figures, they said. They will 
continue to seek the variation 
which might lower the toler- 
ance figure to safety not only 
for average but maximum man. 

Strontium-90 is taken into the 
human body solely through 
food. This isotope, with a di- 
minishing but still active life of 
40 years, drops slowly from the 
stratosphere into fhe lower at- 
mosphere and thence to earth 
through “the scavenging action 
of rain.” 

It is attracted to calcium in 
the earth and its products. The 
source for humans is primarily 
in dairy foods and vegetation. 

Not all that is taken into 
either cow or human is retained 
as a source of danger, the scien- 
tists said. The cow’s milk con- 
tains only one part of Stron- 
tium for every seven it has 
taken in. Human beings retain 
an estimated one part in eight. 

The maximum man the scien- 
tists now seek lives in a climate 
of heavy rainfall, to carry the 
Strontium-90_ to earth: with a 
soil of low calcium concentra- 
tion, to increase the Strontium- 
90 ratio; and lives “pretty much 
out of his own backyard.”

Earlier in the day, he said, 
he had given a statement in 
Arabic to a Tass correspondent, 
who recorded it on tape. Later 
he had an appointment with 
the Tass representative. Rimawi 
said his interview with the Rus- 
sian news agency would cover 
the same points developed in 
the interview with the Post- 
Dispatch. 

The Tass daily news bulletin 
was barred from. distribution 
here by the Jordanian govern- 
ment Tuesday after a special 
message Saturday by King Hus- 
sein II to Prime Minister Sulei- 
man Nabulsi asking that neces- 
sary steps be taken to combat 
Communist penetration in the 
country. 

Rimawi was asked if it was 
accurate to describe him as the 
“No. 1 left-winger in the cabi- 
net.” He said he did not know 
what was meant by “left- 
winger,” but said he was a 
member of the Baath Paren 
(resurrection) party. 

“We are Arab nationalists 
and Socialists,” he said. “We 
are not anti-West. It is true 
that we are anti-Western im- 
perialism, but we are not anti- 
Shakespeare. ‘ 

“We believe that if we im- 
port a typewriter from Czecho- 
slovakia it can write any ma- 
terial even if it is not Commu- 
nist material.” 

At other times he broke into 

informal laughter. Asked to 
interpret the King’s statement 
on Communist penetration, he 
said he would make no com- 
ment. Later in the interview 
when he was asked to exphin 
why he declined to comment 
on the King’s statement, he 
laughed heartily and said, “If 
I told you, 1 would be comment- 
ing.” 
Rimawi is regarded as one of 
the hardest-working of the high 
Jordanian officials. Even those 
who. disagree with his policies 
and actions describe him as a 
vigorous and dedicated man. 

Rimawi’s remark about rubles 
was made when he was asked 
whether he believed the $35,-

To Close a Loophole 


It is doubtful if a more meritorious legal re- 
form will be introduced at Jefferson City all 
this session than one that Senator Omér H. 
Avery is sponsoring. This is the Troy legislater’s 
bill to end mandatory severances in criminal 
trials. And mandatory severances, we hasten 
to add, are one of the principal loopholes in the 
administration of criminal justice in Missouri. 

The term “mandatory severance’ sounds teeh- 
nical and hard to understand. Actually few 
things in the law are any simpler. It meang that 
Missouri now requires separate trials for de- 
fendants accused and indictéd jointly—if sep- 
arate trials are requested by the defendants’ 
lawyers 

Senat or Avery very soundly proposes that the 
law be amended so as to grant the trial Judge 
discretion in the granting of Separate trials. That 
if the trial Judge thinks justice would be 


1S, 


served by separate trials, he would have the dis- | 


cretion to grant separate trials. 
joint trial would accomplish justice, wifhdut 
prejudice to any defendant, the Judge would 
have the authority to order a single trial fér’all 
the defendants. 

For many. years the criminal defense element 
in Missouri's legal profession has fought. with 
might and main to keep the mandatory sever- 
ance rile in the state's lawbooks, It has done so

If six men are parties to a crime, the defense 
lawyers immediately ask for separate trials. 
This means six trials, requiring six judges, six 
sets of jurors, six courtrooms, six uses of the 
same witnesses at different times. Such cases 
may string out for years. 

The purpose is obvious. It is to delay the 
process of trying of all the defendants to such 
a point that most if not all will go free whether 
or not they are guilty. Witnesses move away or 
die. Memories grow dim. Identifications are less 
certain after the passage of time. 

Senator Avery cited one case that ought to be 
enough in itself to advance his bill through 
both chambers and onto Gov. Blair’s desk. Seven 
convicts wére jointly indicted for the death of a 
fellow prisoner in the 1954 penitentiary riots at 
Jefferson City. The evidence against each was 
essentially the evidence against the others. The 
witnesses were the same. Yet under the Mis- 
souri rule, seven trials were held over a period 
of many months. 

Not only does this favor the criminal element 
in Missouri. It does so at an outrageous and ut- 
terly unnecessary cost to the taxpayers. If the 
prosecution had only one set of witnesses and 
the testimony would be the same in every in- 
stance, it clearly should have been given once 
in one trial. . | 

In the cyse. of the penitentiary murder de- 
fendants all seven were convicted even though 
each trial was held inja different place under 
changes. of venue. But not all prosecutions are 
so successful. The record of acquittals and dis- 
missals growing out of delayed justice through 
mandatory severance is a long, long one indeed 
in Missouri. , 

Every Missouri Senator and every House mem- 
ber who has the’ best interests of his state at 
heart will, so ‘we believe, strongly support the 
bill of Senator Avery for closing this old 
loophole.

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It Is Not Simple 

Few things are more difficult than assessing 
correctly the complexities of foreign affairs. 

Currently leading Democrats in the Senate 
are shooting almost daily at the foreign policy 
of the Eisenhower Adminisfration. One of the ~ 
common complaints is that the prestige of the 
United Siates is low abroad and that in country 
after country Americans are now disliked. 

Unquestionably the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion. has made mistakes in foreign policy just as 
the preceding.

But 
the fact is that hardly more than six months ago 
—when the Eisenhower Administration -had 
been in office three and a half years—Harry 
S. Truman, a leading Democrat, was saying 
some very. generous things about our nation’s 
reputation abroad, 

Writing from Paris last June, the former 
President asserted he found’ European people 
“exceedingly gratefal” to the United States. 
Gratified by, the lack of “hostility,” he went 
on to say that Europeans looked to this side of 
the Atlantic for leadership. Then a few days 
later in London he told a press conference that 
the prestige of the United States abroad was 
“very, very good indeed.” 

A lot has happened since last June and in 
some countries attitudes may well have changedse 
as a consequence. Yet President Truman un- 
doubtedly reported feelings as he experienced 
them and in all probability he was not too wide 
of the mark.

This restraint of the 
press is simply keeping Americans from obtain- 
ing accurate accounts of what is going on in a 
nation afflicted with a particularly virulent 
brand of Communism. 
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TV Helps Teachers Prepare 

One of the principals in a large-scale test of 
television téaching at Hagerstown, Md., has 
found, interestingly enough, that TV can ease 
the strain on the hard-pressed teacher. ‘With 
crowded classrooms,” says Miss Lucille Miller, 
who heads an elementary school, “it has been 
impossible for classroom teachers adequately to 
plan lessons on such detailed subjects as science 
and art while at the same time dealing with 
their many other teaching problems.” 

In the experimental five-year program going 
on in an entire school system in Washington 
county, a single lesson can be transmitted si- 


multaneously to three different sets of classes, . 


Thus it should be possible for the teacher who 
did the preparation to spend measurably more 
time on it than could have been spent if each 
class had been prepared for separately. 
Plainly, as Supt. William H. Brish says, TV 
“will not lead to automation in the ‘classroom, 
with a seeing-eye dog watching over students as

As penal institutions go, the Utah State Prison 
in some respects stands head and shoulders over 
most of the others in the nation. 

Eighty-nine per cent of the others are from 
50 to more than 100: years old—ancient, . sub- 
standard cages that in many cases are unfit for 
human mn. Most of them are packed 
with prisoners. Crowding and substandard con- 
ditions goad men to riot. Over the last decade 
the nation has averaged a dozen or so penal 
uprisings a year. i 

The Utah prison, however, is quite new (built 
in 1951) and it is relatively small (housing only 
about 500 inmates), factors that ought to have 
eliminated two major causes of riots, Yet in its 
first year, the Utah prison was the scene of 
three uprisings in three months, and the current 
riot falls in the same pattern—proving plainly 
enough that a new plant in itself solves nothing. 
What goes on ig prison—the program—is th¢ 
important thing. 

Some of the glaring deficiencies in the Utah 
institution can be listed from the “suggestions” 
of the rioters: for a prison newspaper, for trials 
before men were thrown into. solitary, for segre- 
gation of inmates so young convicts would not 
Tub shoulders with older, hardened felons, and 
so on. With regard to “solitary,” which may have 
Sparked the riot, the highly respected Prison 
Association of New York recently warned 
experience: “The surest way to break the 
and spirit and to incite to vengeance is solitary 
confinement.”

How can.a magazine with. 4,000,000 
readers be plowed under? 

With Collier’s, the answers go back 
years, for major publications die Yalow, 
An. Irish immigrant named Peter Fen- 
elon Cooper, who had built ba a flour- 
ishing small business by s ale Pere. relig- 
ous books door-to-door, started 
weekly in 1888. 

By the early 1900s, it was Collier’s, a 
national weekly, with a*name as a 
crusader against such things as patent 
medicine. In 1919, it was sold to the 
Crowell Publishing Co. 

Crowell poured $15,000,000 into re- 
viving Collier’s. It flourished again, 
campaigning against the Ku Klux Klan 
and Huey Long, exposing. the evils 
arising under Prohibition. 


In 1938, Mark Sullivan, who had 
served as editor, called it the most in- 
fluential magazine in the country and 
one of the most distinguished. 


What happened then can only be ex- 
plained in terms of unique character- 
istics of the publishing business.

STOCKHOLM, Feb. 8 (AP)— 
The Soviet government cleared 
up a major mystery yesterday 
by acknowledging that missing | 
Swedish diplomat Raoul Wallen- 
berg died at Soviet secret po-| 
lice headquarters in Moscow 10 
years ago. . . 

The atimission— with a be- 
lated expression of regret — 
came after 12 years of denials 
of any knowledge of Wallen- 
berg’s fate. It cast blame, for 
the cover-up on a former Stalin 
police official, now dead. 

The diplomat disappeared 
after arrest by the Russians in 


January 1945 in Budapest where | 


he helped 20,000 Hungarian 
Jews escape extermination in 
Nazi death camps. 

The Wallenberg case has been 
one of the most irritating pest- 
war issues between Sweden and 
the Soviet Union, Since 1952 
the Swedish government _ has. 
directed 49 inquiries to the 
Kremlin about him. 

Died ‘Suddenly in Cell.’ 

A Soviet note to the Swedish 
government yesterday said Wal- 
lenberg died “suddenly in the 
night in his cell” (in Lyubanka 
prison which houses Soviet 
secret police headquarters). 
Death “presumably” was from 
a@ heart attack —a myocardiac 
thrombosis—it added, and oc- 
curred on July 17, 1947. At that 
time he was 36 years old,

N “DRANGO,” Jeff Chandler’s first picture for his own

~ "His way of doing this is going about with an apologetic 
manner and a hangdog look while the die-hards lynch a 
Northern sympathizer, raid the.food depot, shoot a doctor 
who co-operates, burn down the local newspaper plant, 
killing the publisher’s son, and even, finally, openly murder 
Drango’s aid. Under a former Confederate officer, (Ronald 
Howard) they are preparing to ride hundreds strong against 
a nearby Union fort and loot it, with old Jeff still just 
mildly protesting. But the leader’s father, a judge (Don- 
ald Crisp) shoots his son Ronajd just as the poor mis- 
guided hothead is about to murder Major Drango, and, 
bingo, sentiment swings the other way just like that. 
This switch is no more ridiculous than everything else in 
the picture, which I would rate an A-feature—A for 
atrocious. 


As one example of the sloppy way it is put together, 
none of the people in the Georgia town speaks with a 
Southern accent—we even have Howard (the son of the 
late Leslie Howard) leading them with his meticulous Ox- 
ford English accent.

Hardly Inspired 


When they gather round in years to come and fondly 
reminisce about great Westerns, they won't reminiscé about

T. LOUISANS get excited 

§ over the darndest things. 
Bronze cats, fountain stat- 
ues, riverfront archways. And 
every now and then, the official 
flag and seal of the city. Both 
came into the news recently 
when Freeholder David M. Grant 
suggested that in line with the 
modernization of the city's gov-’ 


rnment, the steamboat on the 


city’s seal be replaced by some- 
thing less “archaic.” 

Charles Nagel, director of the 
Art Museum, followed this up 
with a letter to the Freeholders 
suggesting that not a new seal 
but a new flag was needed, as 
the city’s flag is “wretchedly 
bad in heraldic design,” and 
does not do justice to the color- 
ful history of St. Louis. 


Old timers in the city must 
have had that feeling of, ‘‘This 
is where I came in.” It was a 
mere 41 years ago that St. Louis 
was torn asunder over this very 
vital matter. It was brother 
against brother and alderman 
against alderman, and only the 
closing of Tony Faust’s eventu- 
ally ran it off the front pages. 


The history of St. Louis's flag 
began innocently enough with a 
formally couched letter by Per- 
cival Chubb, president of the 
Ethical Society, to The Republic 
newspaper. Wrote Chubb: 


“May I voice through you a 
need which, in common, doubt- 
less with others, who are try- 
ing to develop a sense of civic 
pride among or young people, 
I have continuously expressed, 
namely the neéd of a city flag 
as the emblem of our civic loy- 
alty and hope?” 

The answer to this rather in- 
volved question was a resound- 
ing affiramtive on the part of 
civic leaders. Within the year, 
the Pageant-Drama Association 
had instituted a design contest 
for a flag with a grand prize of 
$100 for the winning artist. 

There were a few sour notes 
in the harmony. For one: 


“Many persons in St. Louis 
who are capable of creating de- 
signs for a city flag seem to be 
incapable of reading directions,” 
reported the news columns, 
About half of the first 25 en- 
tries violated the rules. The 
rules stipulated that the size 
be 12 by 16 inches; some were 
larger, some smaller. The rules 
stipulated that the name of the 
designer must be in a sealed 
envelope; many proud artists 
signed in a conspicuous place. 


Also, entries were slow in 
coming in, and a downtown ar- 
tists’ club intimated to Chubb 
that $100 was too small a prize. 


Chubb indignantly replied 
that the artists of early Greece 
were rewarded with a crown of 
wild olives, and that, “haggling 
over a sum of money” in a civic 
contest was indicative of “what 
is wrong with the spirit of the 
town.” 


“This town has fits and starts 
of civic interest,” he said. “Fol- 
lowing the Pageant and Masque 
there was a great spurt but 
it apparently disappeared when 
the Parkway was defeated and 
now the town is asleep again.” 


It seems like only yesterday. 


Well, anyway, on Jan. 24, 
1916, the judges met. They 
were Mayor Henry Kiel; Jylius 
Haller, president of the Board 
of Aldermen; W. . Bixby, 
chairman of the Art Museum 
Board; J. Lawrence Mauran, 
architect, and Prof. Holmes 
Smith, of Washington Univer- 
sity. After viewing 90 entries, 
they awarded the prize to Ed- 
ward A. Krondl, a 27-year-old 
bachelor of 2317 Indiana ave- 
nue, a graduate of public 
schools who had not studied art 
in schoo but did commercial 
poster art. 


Krondl’s design was a rec- 
tangle. One-third of it consisted 
of a vertical field of blue, the 
other two-thirds of three broad 
horizontal stripes, the outer 
ones of orange and the center 
one of white. On the field of

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blue was the figure of St. Louis 
on horseback, facing and appar- 
ently advancing in the direction 
of the three stripes. Four fleur 
de lis were scattered on the 
blue field. 

Krondl explained that the 
field of blue represented celes- 
tiality, and symbolized’ the 
higher things toward which the 
city was aspiring, and the four 
fleur de lis indicated the city’s 
position in size and the three 
stripes its advance toward third 
place in population. The orange 
stripes stood for prosperity, the 
white stripe for purity in civic 
affairs.

T was pointed out that the 
| flag had its utilitarian aspects. 

If St. Louis should drop to fifth 
place among the cities, another 
fleur de lis could be added. If 
it should advance, one could be 
dropped. Shoulda it become 
second among cities, a stripe 
could be dropped, and, said 
loyal boosters, when it attained 
first place, only the white stripe 
would remain. Honorable men- 
tion was awarded to Margaret 
Toensfeldt, Mrs, F. C. Woerman, 
William Carr Dyer, neni 
Johnson and Y. A. 

Almost immediate +. ’ there 
were objections. Chubb said 
that the color did not suit the 
committee, explaining that “the 
blue was too biue and the 
orange not orange enough.” 
Krondl promised to submit the 
design in various colors. 

An editorial deplored the pic- 
ture of the saint, pointing out 
that, “A flag is no place for a 
portrait. To put St. Louis on 
the city flag would be as absurd 
as to put George Washington 
on the banner of the Republic.” 

“It's a sure enough flag,” 
Mayor Kiel said cautiously, in- 
dicating that he would favor its 
adoption. 

Four days later, the aldermen 
shook the city by rejecting the 
design. It was rumored that an 
unsuccessful contestant was ac- 
tive in urging them to reopen 
the competition and reopen it 
they did with their own com- 
mittee, Aldermen Hall, Koenig,

Troubles With Closets. 


HERE are lots of things’ 


wrong with closets besides 

. there not being enough of 
them. 

Most closets are so dark that 
even when you know where 
something is it’s hard to get 
your hands on. An electric 
light in the closet is the best 
remedy and the next best thing 
is to give the closet walls and 
ceiling a coat of white paint. 
White paint will reflect what 
light there is rather than ab- 
sorbing it as will a dark or 
dingy paint. 

Many closets are too hot both 
in winter and summer. The 
reason why many are hot in 
winter is because a chimney or 
hot water pipe runs up through 
them. 

If it’s the exposed chimney 
that’s letting off the heat, fasten 
wood strips over it and then 
nail sheets of insulating board 
over the wood furring strips. 

If it’s a hot water or steam 
pipe that’s the cause of the 


trouble, cover it with asbestos 
air cell pipe insulation. 

Closets that are not too hot 
are often too cold. This is be- 
cause the outside wall of the 
closet was not insulated. The 
remedy here is to fasten sheets 
of insulation board over the 
existing outside wall. If you 
have enough space, first fasten 
2 inch by 2 inch strips to the 
wall spaced 16 inches apart and 
apply insulation between these 
strips. After this has been 
done, apply wallboard to form 
a finish wall. 

Closets that are damp can 
often be fixed in the same fash- 
ion as cold closets for the damp- 
ness is often due to condensa- 
tion. Installing a louver closet 
door will also help as it im- 
proves the circulation of air 
in the,closet. 

Another remedy is chemical 
air dryers which you can get at 
hardware and department stores 
and are hung in the closet to 
absorb the moisture out of the 
air.

No one seems to have thought 
of the flag until 1945 when 
M. A. Stuppy, superintendent 
of Soldiers Memorial, asked for 
information.

In all their flurry over 
approving the design, the alder- 
men of 1916 had never made 
the flag official. On Dec. 31, 
1946, the white figure on blue 
shield with red, white and blue 
stripes was made official.

HE city seal, or the “Com- 

mon Seal of the City of St. 

Louis,” as it is called, has no 
such tempestuous history. For 
years seals of various kinds 
were used until 1946 when May- 
or Aloys Kaufmann and Comp- 
troller Louis Nolte became 
perturbed that there were five 
different seals all bearing steam- 
eS and all apparently “offi- 
cial,” 


City Cé@unselor George Stemm- 
ler assured the nervous Mayor 
that official documents were 
legal with or without the seal, 
but a search was started for the 
original.’ It was found that un- 
der an 1823 ordinance, the city 
of St. Louis is to have a seal 
bearing a steamboat carrying a 
United States of America flag. 
The earliest seal, in the posses- 
sion of the Missouri Historical 
Society at Jefferson Memorial, 
shows 4 one-stacker side-wheel- 
er steamboat, one of the first 
steamboats, probably similar to

Several aldermen criticized 
what they termed “Ethical So- 
ciety and Civic League influ- 
ence” in the design and the 
headline hunters had fun with 
this with such quips‘as, “Alder- 
men say city flag is too Chubby,” 
and, “Our Unflagging Aldermen 
to Hold a Banner Contest.” A 
new prize of $100 was offered 
by “a prominent gentleman of 
high repute.” 

A news story dated Feb, 5, 
1916, reported little interest on 
the part of business men in the 
flag. Said Jacob Schreiner, 
president of the Merchants Ex- 
change, “Personally I don't care 
whether the city has a flag or 
not.” 


“Flag?” asked Clarence H. 
Howard, president of the Busi- 
ness Men’s League. “What do 
you mean, flag? It will cost 
you $4 for waking me up before 
breakfast. It might be supposed 
that I have one or two things 
more important to think about 
than flags. Please call me, if 
you must call, a little after the 
middle of the night. Goodby.” 

John H. Gundlach, president 
of the Pageant Drama Associa- 
tion, said he did not like the 
flag chosen by the committee 
and hoped the aldermen would 
have better taste. He thought 
it should be “simple and neat,” 
and chosen by a committee of 
“men who know something 
about flags.”

Trouble, trouble. On Feb. 
25, Alderman Gus Baur of the 
Fourtéenth Ward criticized the 
alderman for criticizing the de- 
sign of Krondl who, by a coinci- 
dence,’ lived in the Fourteenth 
Ward. 

“What do you fellows know 
about art?” he asked the alder- 
men. “You're a florist, you're 
a lawyer, and you're a politi- 
cian’”’—designating Koenig, Ru- 
dolph, and Hall, “This man 
is an-artist and a committee of 
artists said his design was all 
right. You fellows ought to 
keep out of this.” 

The aldermen went right 
ahead. On May 20, they an- 
nounced that the winner of the 
contest was A. P, Woehrle, 3214 
Woehrle, 
when contacted, said it was his 
in name only. The design had 
been made by his friend, Ed- 
ward, A. Krondl, described in 
the story as “a young artist 
who had become so discouraged 
by repeated rebuffs and failure 
to ‘catch on’ that he feared to 
submit a new design in his own 
name.’ 

The new flag showed a shield |

a blue background. A fleur de 
lis below and four stars in the 
corner were of white, the three 
bar background was red, white 
and blue. The shield was said 
to represent protection, strength 
and security, the stars, St. 
Louis's fourth place among 
cities, the fleur de lis, the Lou- 
isifha purchase.

Mindful of the earlier color 
clash, Krondl submitted seven 
color schemes. The aldermen 
preferred the red, white and 
blue, all but Alderman Fett who 
asked to be excused from voting 
on the ground that he was too 
patriotic to vote for any flag 
except the stars and stripes. 
There was one other editorial 
criticism, one writer chiding 
Krondl for depicting France by 
one fleur de lis, because, “With 
the fleur de lis so cheap since 
the decline of the Bourbons he 
could afford to be more liberal 
with them.” Krondl announced 
that he would buy a suit of 
clothes with the prize money.

N May 31, 1916, the new 
0 city flag was unfurled on the 

flagstaff of a boat onan out- 
ing for the aldermen and their 
families, down the Mississippi 
to Montesano Spring and back. 


It was a gala event, according 
to a news story which related 
that Nat Hall “turned loose his 
choicest rhetoric,” Otto Koenig 
“won the hearts of the women 
by sending a big box of flow- 


Mayor, signed by Bryan Mul- 
lanphy, and another, dated Jan. 
31, 1867, testifying that “Mr. 
Martin Collins is a gentleman 
of good standing and high 
morality,” according to James 
S. Thomas, Mayor. Most of the 
later ones are two smokestack 
steamboats but some are headed 
north and some south, some 
have triangular flags and some 
regulation flags. And none of 
them pleases those who would 
scuttle the steamboat. 


Donald T. Wright, editor of 
The Waterways Journal, came 
to the defense of the steamboat 
seal when it was attacked, point- 
ing out that the steamboat 
played a dominant role in the 
development of St. Louis and 
that it should continue “as a 
reminder of our proud heri- 
tage.” Several wags wrote to 
the letters column, suggesting 
a more appropriate symbol for 
St. Louls—a stop sign. 


There is always the possibil-

California reader, “the 
word ‘dunce’ seems to have gone 
out of fashion. This seems 
rather a pity, because it is such 
an expressive word. Would you 
tell us where it came from?” 

I’m sure no one regrets the 
passing of the barbaric custom 
of making slow-to-learn pupils 
sit in a corner of the classroom, 
wearing a dunce cap, but it 
would indeed be a pity if the 
word “dunce” itself were to fall 
entirely into disuse, for it has 
as extraordinary a history as 
any word in our language. 

It comes from the middle 
name of one of the most learned 
and brilliant schdlars of the 
Middle Ages, John Duns Scotus. 
He was of a strongly eonserva- 
tive bent and soon gathered 
around him many followers who 
shared his opposition to many 
of the changes brought about by 
the Reformation. After his 
death, these “Dunsmen” or 
“Duncemen,” as they were 
called, persisted so long in their 
blind opposition to change of 
any kind that they came in time 
to be considered a pretty stupid 
lot, Thus with the passage of 
centuries “dunce” came to mean 
a person precisely the opposite 
of the man who first bore the 
name,

These two 
men demand that the Louisiana 
registration laws. be strictly en- 
forced because that will elimi- 
nate 10 per cent of the white 
voters and about 90 per cent 
of the Negro voters in Louisi- 
ana. 

Another speaker was Leander 
H. Perez, district attorney of 
St. Bernard and Plaquemines 
parishes. He identified the 
N.A.A.C.P. objectives with the 
Communist party, spoke against 
the United States Supreme 
Court, and called the executive 
director of the Southern Con- 
ference Educational Fund “the 
worst Communist-front agitator 
in our midst and the most 
dangerous.”

What Young People Think 


Teen-Agers Have Doubts on Draft 


Less Than Half Think It's Somer in Era of ‘Push Button’ War

OW do young people feel 
H about compulsory military 

service? Is the peacetime 
draft fair?’ Is it necessary? 
Should the term of service be 
shorter? Longer? ? 

These questions hit close to 
home with the nation’s teen- 
agers as they near draft age 
and see their friends entering 
service. 

Our researchers, making this 
survey in various parts of the 
country, found boys and girls 
vitally interested in the draft 
Ng far from enthusiastic about 
t. 

Only 46 per cent of the boys 
and 48 per cent of the girls 
thought the draft necessary. 
Most of their objections, how- 
ever, seemed to center on a be- 
lief that atomic weapons and 
other nuclear powered devices 
had outdated large armies and 
navies. 

“The whole thing is a waste 
of time,” protested a 16-year- 
old girl. “With the big bombs, 
they’ don't need manpower in 
the armed services.” 

Among those agreeing with 
her was a 15-year-old lad who 
lamented: “We're outdated. All 
we need is a couple of hundred 
trained guys to operate the ma- 
chines and push the right but- 
tons.” 

Surprisingly, more boys—but 
fewer girls—thought the draft 
fair than considered it neces- 
sary. Here the question was 
whether the system of selecting 
men for military service was be- 
ing administered equitably. 

Nearly half the boys, just over 
49 per cent, considered the draft 
system fair, but only 23 per cent 
of the girls went along with 
them. 

“My sister’s husband was just 
called in, even though they have 
a 3-month-old baby and he has 
a good job. Is that fair?” asked 
one of the girls. 


Both boys and girls favored 
deferments for men with phys- 
ical handicaps or key defense 
jobs, but they were overwhelm- 
ingly against excusing baseball 
players and others with rela- 
tively short careers from mili- 
tary service. Sports figures may 
be heroes with the younger set, 
but 70 per cent of the boys and 
69 per cent of the girls thought 
they would look just as heroic 


in uniform .. . military uni- 
form. 

And, speaking of fairness. 
four out of every 10 boys 


thought that compulsory mili- 
tary training should involve the 
girls too. Why not have the 
draft co-educational? 

“Sure, girls should be draft-

ed too,” insisted a 17-year-old 
boy from the Midwest. “They're 
as strong as fellows, and besides 
why should they stay home 
while our lives are being shift- 
ed around?” 

What did the girls have to 
say about that? Plenty, 
wasn't laudatory. Only 4 per 
cent of the girls wanted to see 
themselves drafted. The rest 
were dead set against it,

“Women are the guardians 
of the home,” answered a 16- 
year-old Manhattan bobby- 
soxér, “But all that would have 
to change if the girls went into 
the armed forces. Maybe the 
boys should stay home and have 
the kids. That would solve the 
problem.” 

Most of the boys favoring the 
draft as both fair and necessary 
cited the benefits of military 
training, strict discipline, com- 
munity life and getting along 
with others. 

“Military service,” said a 16- 
year-old New York City boy, 
“provides longer term school- 
ing, gives special training—and 
you can see the world for 
frothing.”

PREFER THE ARMY OVER 


Some youths favoring the 
draft spoke in terms of national 
detense and United States 
world obligations. 

“The present draft system 
is absolutely necessary,” said a 
16-year-old boy in Richland, 
Wash. “‘After all, every country 
needs a strong Army. Why kid 
yourself?” 

An 18-year-old boy, awaiting 
an invitation from his draft 
board, warned that “once the 
Army becomes undermanned, 
we're through, peeener. “ 


And an 18-year-old daughter 
of an officer spoke up in a 
Long Island, N.Y., suburb: “My 
father is a colonel in the Air 
Force. There should be univer- 
sal military training. One can't 
expect a few men to sacrifice 
all while others profit.” 

Education was a big factor in 
the thinking of boys and girls 
who opposed the draft. 


“Most of the time,” said a 
15-vear-old high school sopho- 
more. “the chance for an educa- 


tion is lost forever when a man 
has to go into the Army.’ 

A hefty majority of the teen- 
agers, 74 per cent of the boys 
and girls interviewed, believe 


the service period should be 
shorter. As one boy put it, ‘the 
draft cuts too big a chunk out 
of your life.” 


And 77 per cent of these 
youngsters feel they should be 
allowed to finish college before 
being called into service. Break- 
ing down the total, eight out of 
every 10 boys and seven out of 
10 girls held this opinion.

17-YEAR4OLD Augusta, Ga., 
A girl, who answered with the 

minority, felt that education. 
al opportunities in the armed 
forces should not be overlooked. 
“The present draft system is 
necessary,” she said, “and it of- 
fers fine training and oppor- 
tunity for a young boy.” 

The same attitude was echoed 
by many of the boys when 
asked which branch of the serv- 
ice they would prefer if given 
a choice by their draft boards. 
In making their preferences, 
most cited the training oppor- 
tunities of their favorite branch 
of service. 

It may surprise you that the 
Army won the popularity con- 
test by 8h wide margin, with 43 
per cent of the boys naming it 
their first choice. The Navy, 
with a 21 per cent showing, 
was a distant second. The Air 
Force, with 17 per cent, was 
next, and the Marines brought 
up the rear with 12 per cent. 

“A strong Army makes a 
strong country,” said a 15-year- 
old Richland, Wash., lad in de- 
fending his choice. “A couple of 
years of rigorous 
good for a young kid.” 

An 18-year-old 
said the draft is fair and 
necessary. I'm hoping to be- 
come an officer in the Marines.” 

His hope was not an unusual 


one. In fact, if teen-agers have 
their hopes fulfilled, all 
branches of the service will 


have more chiefs than Indians. 
Nearly 78 per cent of the boys 
questioned said they intended 
to become officers when they 
entered service. They cited 
their capabilities as officer ma- 
terial and let it be known that 
an officer gets a better salary 
and commands more respect 
than an enlisted man, 

With nearly eight out of 
every 10 teen-agers expecting 
to become officers, the military 
life should be interesting for 
the remaining two out of 10. 
Will they wind up doing K.P. 
for the brass happy majority? 
Perhaps they better get in step 
with the others so we can have 
an all-officers armed forces to 


handle the push-button war 
that most teen-agers are ex- 
pecting.

THE OCCASION was the fi- 
nal session in the program, 
“Tell It Straight About the 
Woman of 1957,” sponsored by 
the Women’s Division of the 
Jewish Federation of St. Louis. 
My sister panelists were Maggi 
(Mrs. Irvin) Dagen, teacher of 
economics; Julia (Mrs. Albert 
E.) Goldstein, nursery school 
director; and Terry ‘Mrs. Aar- 
on) Fischer, of the League of 
Women Voters. 


In the first three. programs, 
Dr. Stuart A. Queen had spoken 
on. the evolution of women’s 
status, Dr. James Weiss on mar- 
riage, and Dr. Mina Morris and 
Dr. Alfred S. Schwartz on fam- 
ily problems. «Mrs. Robert 
Mass, chairman, had provided 
us with transcripts of what had 
gone before. Armed with these 
and armloads of books written 
on modern woman, we endeav- 
ored to tie it all up. 

With 22,000,000 women em- 
ployed today, 50 per cent of 
them married, we did not dis- 
cuss the advisability of women 
working as much as the “when” 
and the “how.” As Maggi Dagen 
pointed out, a woman's life goes 
through many phases; she must 
adjust to being tied down at 
home with small children, be- 
ing a family breadwinner when 
able, and an individual in her 
later years. We all agreed, that 
as a general rule, mothers of 
pre-schoolers should be at home 
—even those of us who had 
broken the rule. 
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BY PRE-A RR ANGEMENT, 
Julia Goldstein and I debated 
whether or not today’s woman 
works harder than her grand- 
mother did. We found while 
disagreeing that we actually 
agreed, that women do not work 
as hard physically within their 
homes but do work harder at 
their multiplicity of duties, from
